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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant contends that when thalidomide is co- 
administered with irinotecan to patients with metastic colorectal cancer, a remarkable absence of gastrointestinal toxicity typically 
associated with irinotecan is observed. Applicant further argues that thalidomide was not an approved anticancer agent at the time of the 
invention, and as such, the cited priqr art does not provide the necessary motivation to combine thalidomide with a topoisomerase 
inhibitor. In response to applicant's argument that the co-administration of thalidomide and irinotecan to patients with colorectal cancer 
unexpectedly showed an absence of gastrointestinal toxicity typically associated with irinotecan, it is noted that applicant's showing is not 
commensurative with the scope of the claims. Contrary to applicant's assertion Marx does indeed constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). 
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
